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RULES 


CHAPTER I 


1. Short title and commencement.— (i) These rules may be called the Kerala 
Panchayats (Common service) Rules 1977 . 

(ii ) It shall come into force with effect from .... 


2. Definition . In these rules unless the context otherwise requires: 

(i) Act means the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 (32 of 1960). 

(ii) Common Service means the Service constituted for the regular 
employees of Panchayats other than the Executive Officer for cach Revenue 
District and those paid from contingencies, as contemplated in sub section 
(2) of section 39 of the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 . 

(iii ) Director means the Director appointed under clause (7) of section 
2 of the Act. 

(iv) Joint Director means the Joint Director of Panchayats in the Directo 
rate of Panchayats appointed by the Government. 

(v ). Deputy Director means the Deputy Director of Panchayats appoint 
ed under clause (8) of section 2 of the Act. 

(vi) District Panchayat Officer means the Officer of the Panchayat 
Department appointed by the Government to be in charge of the adminis 
tration of a District unit of the Department. 

( vii) Inspector of Panchayats means the Inspector of Panchayats appointed 
by the Government or by the authority empowered . 

( viii) Executive Authority means the Executive Officer of a Panchayat or 
any other person who has been authorised to exercise the functions and powers 
of the Executive Officer under the Act . 

( ix ) Employment Exchange means an Employment Exchange as de 
fined under the Employment Exchanges (Compulsory Notifications of 
Vacancies) Act, 1959 ( Central Act 31 of 1959) . 

(x ), Panchayat employee means an officer or servant of a Panchayat 
other than its Executive Officer but does not include any employee paid from 
contingencies. 

(xi) Disciplinary authority means the authority competent to impose 
a penalty on an employee . 

(xii) The inquiry authority in respect of an employeemeans the disciplinary 
authority or any other officer duly authorised by him not below the rank of 
the Executive authority . 
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CHAPTER II 


3. Constitution of the Common Service.- ( 1) With effect on and from the first 
day of 

the regular full time employees of Panchayats other than 
the Executive Officer and those paid from contingencies shall be constituted 
into a Common Service for each District. 

(2 ) On the constitution of the Common Service under sub rule (1) the 
District Panchayat Officer shall prepare a combined gradation list of persons 
holding cach category of posts in the Panchayats of the District. 

(3) For the preparation of the combined gradation list the date of appoint 
ment of service in the cadre shall be the criterion for determining the 
seniority . If the date of appointment is the same in the case of employees 
of the different Panchayats, the older in age shall be treated as senior . 

(4 ) The combined gradation list prepared shall be circulated to all the 
Panchayats in the District and the Panchayats may in turn circulate it among 
the employees. Objections, if any, filed by the employees within 30 days 
from the date of circulation of the gradation list shall be forwarded to the 
District Panchayat Officer by each Panchayat. The District Panchayat 
Officer shall consider all such objcctions before the list is finally approved and 
published . 

(5 ) Appeal against the decision of the District Panchayat Officer shall 
lie with the Director whomay take final decision independently or in consulta 
tion with the Government if necessary . 

4. Power to effect transfer of an employee from one Panchayat to another.- (1 ) The 
Director , the Joint Director, the Deputy Director or the District Panchayat 
Officer shall transfer an employee holding any post included in the common 
service from one Panchayat to another in the District in the exigencies of 
service. 

(2 ) In the exigencies of service and on requests from employees the Direc 
tor, Joint Director or the Deputy Director shall transfer such employees from 
one District to another within the region and the Director of Panchayats alone 
shall effect transfers if it is from one region to another provided that if the 
transfer is on the request of the employee , such employee shall be treated as 
junior most in the category in the District to which he is transferred . 
Note. " Region ” used in this rule means the area over which the Deputy 

Director has jurisdiction , 
5. Payment of salary elc . to the employees of the common service by the Panchayat. 
(1) Every Panchayat shall be bound to disburse the pay and allowances of 
an employee serving under it at such rate asmay be fixed by the Director from 
time to time. 

(2) The leave allowances admissible to an employee under the rules shall 
be paid by the Panchavat in which he 
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(3) The transit pay and travelling allowance at the rates admissible 
under the rules in force shall be paid to an employee transferred from one 
Panchayat to another by the Panchayat in which he joins duty . 

(4) The travelling allowance to the employees shall be paid only after 
the bill is got countersigned by the Inspector of Panchayats having jurisdiction 
over the Panchayat. In the case of Special Grade Panchayats the District 
Panchayat Officer or other officer authorised by the Government in this behalf 
shall countersign such bills . 


CHAPTER III 
6. Appointing Authorities and the procedure to be followed in making the appoint 
ments .- ( 1) The District Panchayat Officer of the respective District shall 
be the appointing authority in respect of all posts coming under Groups 
I to V in the annexure to these rules , in the regular establishment of the 
Panchayats of the District. 

(2). The appointing authority under Sub rule (1) shall comply with 
the provisions of the Employment Exchange ( Compulsory Notification of 
Vacancies).Act, 1959 (Central Act 31 of 1959) and the rules and orders issued 
thereunder relating to the notification ofvacancies to the Employment Exchange 
before the appointments are made. 

7. Appointments of Government servants under Panchayats . — Notwithstanding 
anything contained in these rules, the appointing authority may appoint any 
officer in the service oftheGovernment on deputation to any posts under groups 
· II, III and IV in the Annexure to these rules, subject to the rules governing 
such deputation under the Kerala Service Rules. 

8. Appointment of dismissed or debarred persons. — No person who has been 
dismissed from the service of the Central or State Government or of any Local 
Authority or any Co-operative or Banking Institution or a statutory corporation 
or a Board or who has been debarred from employment in the service of the 
Central or State Government or any Local Authority shall be entertained on 
the Panchayat Establishment. 

9. Qualification .-- (1) No person shall be eligible for appointment by direct 
recruitment to any post under a Panchayat. 

(i) If he is not a citizen of India . 

(ii) If he has not completed 18 years of age or is above 30 years of age 
on the 1st day of July of the year in which the appointment is made: 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed in this rule shall be relaxed 
by 5 years in the case of a candidate belonging to any of the Scheduled Castes 
or Scheduled Tribes and by 3 years in the case of a candidate belonging to any 
of the other Rackward classes. 
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(2 ) No person shall be eligible for appointment to any post under a 
Panchayat by direct recruitment or by promotion or by transfer if he does not 
possess the qualifications prescribed for such post in the Annexure to these Rules 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rules (1) and (2 ) the 
Governmentmay for sufficient reasons, on the recommendation of the appoint 
ing authority relax the age and qualifications prescribed under sub -rules (1) 
and (2 ) in respect of any candidate. 

10. Furnishing of certificate ofhealth by an employee on 1st appointment.— (1) Every 
person appointed by direct recruitmentto any post in a Panchayatshallproduce 
before the Executive Authority a certificate of health obtained from a Medical 
Officer not below the rank of an Assistant Surgeon or any Registered Medical 
Practitioner and a certificate of conduct and nativity obtained from the 
President or Chairman /Mayor of a Municipal or Corporation Council or a 
Gazetted Officer of the State Government. 

(2 ) The Certificate under Sub rule (1) shall be attached to the bill in 
which the 1st pay of the Panchayat employee concerned is claimed . 

11. Probation and confirmation .- (1) Every person appointed to any of the 
posts in the Establishment of a Panchayat shall from the date on which he 
joins duty be on probation : 

(a ) If recruited direct, for a total period of 2 years on duty within a 
continuous period of 3 years and ; 

(b ) if appointed by promotion , for a totalperiod of 1 year on duty within 
a continuous period of 2 years. 

12. Applicability of the Kerala State and Subordinate Service Rules in the case of 
employees. - The provisions of the Kerala State and Subordinate Services Rules, 
1958 , shall apply to this service wherever express provision is not otherwise 
provided for in these rules. 

13. Notwithstanding anything contained in the Kerala State and Sub 
ordinate Service Rules, which have been adopted to the Common service 
under rule 12, the acting service of persons who have previously officiated in 
higher grade prior to the coming into force of these rules, but were subsequently 
reverted on termination of vacancy before or after the Constitution of the 
Kerala Panchayats Common service shall be taken into account for future 
promotions irrespective of their rank in the integrated gradation list. 

14. Security Posts.- (1) The Director shall declare the posts in the Panchayats 
establishments the incumbents of which shall furnish security and specify the 
amount of security to be so furnished in respect of each post. 

(2) The security may be in cash , in Treasury or Post Office Savings 
Bank Deposits or deposits in the Kerala State Co-operative Bank Ltd., Trivan 
drum or the District Co-operative Banks or in Government Promissory notes or 
fidelity bonds of Insurance Companies annraum 
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15. Promotion .- (1) No Panchayat employee shall be eligible for promotion 
from the category in which he was appointed unless he has satisfactorily com 
pleted the probation in that category . 

(2 ) Promotions to a post in the Panchayat establishment declared as 
selection category by the Director shall be made on grounds of merit and 
ability seniority being considered only wheremerit and ability are approximately 
equal. 

(3 ) All other promotions shall, subject to the provisions of these rules, 
be made in accordance with seniority, unless the promotion of a person has 
been withheld as a penalty, or unless the person concerned does not possess the 
required qualifications for holding such post. 

16. Application of the provisions of Kerala Service Rules to Panchayat employees. 
(1) The provisions of the Kerala Service Rules shall mutatis mutandis 
apply to the Panchayat employees. 

(2) The powers assinged to the Head of the Department under the 
Kerala Service Rules shallbe exercised in the case of the Panchayat Employees 
by the Director . 

17. Authority to sanction leave.- ( 1) Save as otherwise provided in sub-rule 
(2 ) the Executive authority shall be the authority competent to sanction all 
kinds of leave to the members of the Panchayat Establishment except study 
leave and special disability leave, provided the approvalof the District Panchayat 
Officer is obtained in all cases where substitutes are necessary . The Director shall 
be the authority competent to grant study leave and special disability leave 
to any Panchayat employee. 

(2 ) All kinds of leave other than casual leave , study leave and 
special disability leave to the Panchayat employees borne in the 
Public Health , Medical and Engineering establishments 
sanctioned by the District Panchayat Officer concerned on the re 
commendation of the executive authority and shall be communicated to the 
District Medical Officer in the case of the Medical and Public Health staff 
and to the Assistant Engineer/ Executive Engineer concerned of the Public 
Works Department in the case of the Engineering Establishment. Casual 
leave to the above staff may be sanctioned by the District Panchayat Officer 
or any officer authorised by him in his behalf. 

18. Maintenance of Confidential records of employees.- ( 1) The Executive 
authority shall initiate the confidential records of every Panchayat employce 
coming under categories 1 to 5 in Group I in the Annexure to these rules. 
The executive authority shall submit the Confidential records to the President 
of the Panchayat before the 15th of January every year and the President 
shall record his remarks in the records and return it to the executive authority 
before the end of January. The executive authority shall be the custodian 
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( 2) The Confidential Records of the Panchayat employees coming 
under Groups III and IV and category 1 in Group II in the Annexure to 
these rules except those of the heads of institutions shall be initiated by the 
heads of institutions concerned and they shall be submitted to the President 
before the fifteenth of January every year. The President shall record his 
remarks and return the records before the end of January every year to the 
heads of such institutions concerned . The heads of the institutions shall 
be the Custodians of these records. 

( 3 ) The confidential records of the heads of institutions shall be ini 
tiated by the President and forwarded to the District Panchayat Officer before 
the end of January every year . The District Panchayat Officer shall be the 
custodian Officer of these records. 

(4) The confidential records of each employee shall be shown to him /he " 
and got noted by the employee and representation , if any from the employee 
disposed of as per rules issued by the Government from time to time. 

19. Preaudit of, arrear claims. - Any claim of an employee of a Panchayat 
for arrears of pay, allowances or increments of pay which have been allowed 
to remain in abeyance for a period of more than one year shall, before pay 
ment the investigated by the Examiner of Local Fund Accounts or any Officer 
authorised by him in this behalf with the sanction of the District Panchayat 
Officer. 


CHAPTER IV 


PUNISHMENTS AND APPEALS 


20. Suspension :-(i) The appointing authority or any other higher autho 
rity may at any time, place an employee under suspension :-- 

(a ) where a disciplinary proceeding against him is contemplated or 
is pending, or 

(b ) where a case against him in respect of any criminal offence is under 
investigation or, trials, or 

(c) where final orders are pending on the disciplinary proceedings 
if the appropriate authority considers that in the then prevailing circumstances 
it is necessary in public interest that the employee should be suspended from 
service. 

( ii) An employee who is detained in custody whether on a criminal charge 
or otherwise for a period exceeding 48 hours, shall be deemed to have been 
suspended with effect from the date of detention by an order of the appointing 
authority and shall remain under suspension until further orders. 
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( iii) Where a penalty or dismissal, or removal from service imposed on 
an employee under suspension , is set aside in appeal or on review under these 
rules and the case is remitted for further enquiry or action or with any other 
direction , the order of suspension shall be deemed to have continued in force 
on and from the date of the original order of dismissal, or removal and shall 
remain in force until further orders . 

(iv) Where a penalty of dismissal, or removal from service imposed on an 
employee is set aside or declared or rendered void in consequence of or by a 
decision of a court of law and the disciplinary authority on a consideration of 
the circumstances of the case decides to hold a further enquiry against him 
on the allegation on which the penalty of dismissalor removal was originally 
imposed the employee shall be deemed to have been placed under suspension 
by the appointing authority from the date of the original order of dismissal 
or removal and shall continue to remain under suspension until further orders 
unless there is anything contrary in the decision of the court. 

(v ) An order of suspension made or deemed to have been made under 
these rules may at any time be revoked by the authority which made or is 
deemed to have made the order, or by any appellate authority , 

(vi) Where an employee is placed under suspension he shall be paid such 
subsistence and other allowances admissible under the rules and orders for 
the time being in force. 


21. Nature of penalties: - The following penalties may for good and suffi 
cient reasons and ashereinafter provided be imposed on an employee,namely : 

(i) Censure. 
(ii ) Fine. 


Note : —No fine shall be imposed on any employee except in the last grade 

service. The infliction of very heavy fines and frequent infliction of 
small fines shall be avoided . 


(iii) Withholding of increments or promotion . 

(iv ) (a ) Recovery from pay of the whole or part of any pecuniary loss 
caused to the Government or to a local authority by negligence or breach of 
orders. 

(b ) Recovery from pay to the extent necessary of the monetary value 
equivalent to the amount of increment orders to be withheld where such an 
order cannot be given effect to. 


Explanation . In the case of stoppage of incrementwith cumulative effect , 
themonetary value equivalent to three times the amount of increment ordered 
to be withheld may be recovered . 
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(v ) Reduction to a lower rank in the seniority list or to a lower grade 
or post or lower time scale or to a lower stage in a time scale. 
Nole :-(1) The reduction referred to may be either permanent or temporary 

as the case may be for a specific period. 
(2) Temporary period of withholding of increments shall not be less than 

3 months and a temporary period of withholding a promotion shall 
not be less than 6 months and both shall not be for more than 3 
years. If the period is not specified in the order , it will be deemed 
to be three months in the case of temporary withholding of 
increments and 6 months in the case of temporary withholding of 
promotions. Temporary withholding of increment shall mean with 
holding of increments without cumulative effect or it shall not have 

the effect of postponing future increments. 
(3 ) An order of reduction to a lower post or to a lower time scale 

shall entail loss of seniority . 
(4 ) An employee so reduced shall take his place in the lower grade or 

lower time scale at the top of the list of employees in that grade or 
time scale. He shall be considered for promotion on the completion 
of the specified period of reduction . On promotion he shall take his 

place at the bottom of the higher grade or time scale . 
(5 ) The previous service in thehigher grade or timescale of an employee 

who has been reduced to a lower post or lower time scale shall on 
repromotion to the higher grade or higher scale, count for increments 
only subject to the provisions of rule 36 in Part I, Kerala Service 

Rules. 
(vi) Removal from service which shall not be a disqualification for 
future employment. 

(vii ) Dismissal from service which shall ordinarily be a disqualification 
for future employment. 

Explanation . The following shall not amount to a penalty within the 
meaning of these rules. 

(i) Withholding of the increment of an employee for failure to pass a 
Departmental examination or consequential to the extension of probation 
in accordance with the rules or orders governing the service or post or the 
terms of his appointment. 

(ii) Stoppage of increment of an employee at the efficiency bar of the 
time scale of the ground of his unfitness to cross the bar. 

(iii) Non promotion whether in an officiating or substantive canacite 
of an employce after consideration of his 
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( iv ) Reversion to a lower service, category, class, grade or post of an 
employee officiating in a higher service, category, class , grade, or post on the 
ground that he is considered after trial to be unsuitable for such higher service 
category, class, grade or post or on administrative grounds unconnected with 
his conduct. 

(v) Reversion to his previous category , class, grade or post of an employee 
appointed on probation 10 another category , class , grade or post during or 
at the end of the period of probation in accordance with the terms ofhis appoint 
ment or rules or orders governing probation . 

(vi) Replacement of the service of an individual whose service had been 
borrowed from the State Government at the disposal of the Authority which 
had lent his service. 

(vii ) Termination of service of an employee appointed on probation during 
or at the end of the prescribed or extended period of probation in accordance 
with the terms of the appointment or the rules and orders governing 
probation 

(a ) of an individual employed under an agreement in accordance with 
the terms of such agreement, or 

(b ) of an employee appointed otherwise than on contract to hold a 
temporary appointment on the expiration of the period of appointment. 

22. Disciplinary authority.--(i) The authority competent to impose any 
of the punishments referred to in rule 21 on any employce shall be the Appoint 
ing Authority or any higher authority : 

Provided that it shall be competent for the Appointing Authority to 
delegate the powers vested in it under this rule in respect of particular cate 
gories or all of the employees to any officer not below the rank of the Executive 
Authority . 

(ii ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -rule (i) the Executive 
Officer or the Inspector of Panchayats having jurisdiction over the Panchayats 
shall be competent to impose the punishment of censure or fine referred to in 
items (i) and (ii) of rulc 21 on any employee working under him . 

( iii) Subject to the provisions in rule 25 regarding appeals , the orders of 
the disciplinary authority refered to in sub rule (ii) shall be final. 

( iv ) The administrative control on the Panchayat employees shall vest 
in the Executive Authority . 

23. Authority to impose penally when promoted or transferred . - Where on pro 
motion or transfer,an employee is holding an appointment in another category 
or grade,no penalty shall be imposed upon him in respect of his work or conduct 

estaan luan authority competent to impose 
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24. Procedure for imposing penalties . The procedure laid down in the Kerala 
Civil Services (Classification , Control and Appeal) Rules, 1961 in the matter 
of imposing penalty shall mutatis mutandis apply to the imposing of penaltics 
on any employee of the Panchayat Common Service . 

25. Appeals preferred by employers.--- (i) Orders not appealable. There 
shall be no appeal against any order passed under the provisions of these 
rules except as expressly provided herein . 

(ii) Appeal against orders of suspension . -An employee may appeal against 
an order of suspension to the Deputy Director if the order of suspension was 
issued by the District Panchayat Officer and to the Director in other cases. 

(iii ) Appeal against orders imposing penalties.- (1) Save as otherwise pro 
vided in sub-section (1) of section 144 ofthe Act,no appealshall lie against an 
order imposing any of the following penalties, namely : 

(a ) Censure ; 

(b ) A fine not exceeding three rupees. 
( 2) Every employee shall be entitled to appeal against an order imposing 
any of the penalties specified in rule 21 except those specificd in sub 
rule ( iii)( 1) of this rule. 
(3) An appeal against an order of the disciplinary authority shall lic 
(a ) if such authority is the District Panchayat Officer, to the Deputy 

Director ; and 
(b ) in other cases to the Director . 


26. Period of Limitation .--No appeal under these rules shall be enter 
tained unless it is preferred within a period of two months from the date on 
which the appellant received the copy of the order appealed against: 

Provided that the Appellate Authority may entertain the appeal after 
the expiry of the period if it is satisfied that the appellant had sufficient cause 
for not submitting the appeal in time. 
Note . - Appellate Authority which receives a copy of an appeal submitted 

direct shall not take any action on such copy until the period for 
the receipt of the appeal forwarded through the appropriate channel 

or a period of one month whichever is earlier is over . 
27. Form and contents of appeal.-- (i) Every person submitting an appeal 
shall do so separately and in his own name. 

(ii ) The appeal shall be addressed to the authority to whom the appeal 
lies, shall contain all material statements and arguments on which the appel 
lant relies, shall not contain any disrespectful or improper languages and 
shall be complete in itelf. 
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28. Submission of appeals.- (1) Every appeal shall be submitted to 
the authority which made the order appealed against: 

Provided that if such authority is not the Head of Office in which the 
appellant may be serving or if he is not in service, the appeal shall be sub 
mitted to the Head of the Office in which he was last serving who shall forward 
it forthwith to the said authority : 

Provided further that a copy of the appeal shall be submitted direct to 
the appellate authority . 

29. Withholding of appeals.— (1) The authority which made the order 
appealed against may withhold the appeal if 

(i) it is an appeal against an order from which no appeal lies, or 

(ii ) it does not comply with any of the provision of rules 27 and 
28 , or 

( iii) it is not submitted within the period specified in rule 26 and 
no cause is shown for the delay, or 

(iv ) it is a repetition of an appeal already decided and no new 
facts or circumstances are adduced , or 

(v ) it is addressed to an authority to which no appeal lies under 
these rules : 

Provided that an appeal withheld on the only ground that it does not 
comply with the provision of rules 27 and 28 shall be returned to the appellant 
and if re-submitted within one month thereof, after compliance with the 
said provisions shall not be withheld . 

(2) When appeal is withheld , the appellant shall be informed of the 
fact and the reasons therefor. 

(3) When the appeal is withheld , the authority withholding the appeal 
shall forward a copy of the order communicated to the employees to the 
appellate authority . 

30 . Transmission of appeals.- (1) The authority which made the order 
appealed against shall, without any avoidable delay , transmit to the appellate 
authority every appeal which is not withheld under rule 29 together with its 
comments thereon and the relevant records. 

(ü ) The authority to which the appeal lies may direct transmission to 
it of any appeal withheld under rule 29 and thereupon such appeals shall be 
transmitted to that authority together with the comments of the authority 
withholding the appeal and the relevant records. 
31. No appeal from an order withholding an appeal. — No appcal shall lie 

A withholding of an anneal by a competent authority, 
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32. Consideration of appeals.- (i) In the case of an appeal against an 
order of suspension the appellate authority shall consider whether in the light 
of the provisions of rule 20 and having regard to the circumstances of the 
case, the order of suspension is justified or not and confirm or revoke the order 
accordingly. 

(ii) In the case of an appeal against an order imposing any of the 
penalties specified in rule 21 the appellate authority shall consider 

(a ) whether the facts on which the order was based have been 
established ; 

(b ) whether the facts established afford sufficient grounds for taking 
action ; 

(c) whether the procedure prescribed in these rules have been 
complied with , if not whether such non -compliance has resulted in violation 
of any of the provisions of the Constitution or in failure of justice ; 

(d ) whether the findings are justified ; and 

(e) whether the penalty imposed is excessive, adequate or inade 
quate and pass orders ; 

(i) setting aside, reducting, confirming or enhancing the 

penalty, or 
(ii) remitting the case to the authority which imposed the 

penalty or to any other authority with such directions as 

it may deem fit in the circumstances of the case. 
Provided that 

(i) the appellate authority shall not impose any enhanced penalty 
which neither such authority nor the authority which made the order appealed 
against is competent in the case to impose. 

(ii ) no order imposing an enhanced penalty shall be passed unless 
the appellant is given an opportunity of making any representation which 
he may wish to make against such enhanced penalty ; and 

(iii) if the enhanced penalty which the appellate authority proposes 
to impose is one of the penalties specified in item (v ) to (vii) of rule 21 and 
an enquiry as laid down under rule 24 has not already been held in the case, 
the Appellate Authority shall, itself hold such enquiry or direct that such 
enquiry be held and thereafter on consideration of the proceedings of such 
enquiry and after giving the appellant an opportunity of making any repre 
sentation which he may desire to make against such penalty , pass such orders 
as it may deem fit . 

33. Implementation of orders on appeal. - The authority which made the 
order appealed against shall give effect to the orders passed by the Appellate 
Authority.

34. Government s power to review .-- Notwithstanding anything contained 
in this Chapter the Government may on their own motion or otherwise , 
after calling for the records of any case, review any order passed by the District 
Panchayat Officer, Deputy Director, Joint Director or Director as the case 


may be 


(a ) confirm , modify or set aside the order ; or 

(b ) impose any penalty or set aside, reduce, confirm or enhance the 
penalty imposed by the order ; or 

(c) remit the case to the authority which made the order directing 
such further action or enquiry as they consider proper in the circumstances 
of the case ; or 

(d ) pass such other orders as they deem fit : 
Provided that 

(i) an order enhancing a penalty shall not be passed unless the person 
concerned has been given an opportunity of making any representation 
which he may wish to make against such enhanced penalty ; 

(ii) if the Government proposes to impose any of the penalties specified 
in items (v ) to (vii) of rule 21 on " a case where an enquiry as laid down 
under rule 24, has not been held , they shall direct that such enquiry be held 
and thereafter on consideration of the proceedings of such inquiry and after 
giving the person concerned such opportunity of making any representation 
which he may wish to make against such penalty, pass such order as they 
deem fit. 

35. Review of orders by the Director. — The Director may if so authorised by 
the Government or of his own motion or otherwise call for the records of the 
case in a disciplinary proceedings in respect of an employee review any orders 
passed in such a case by the District Panchayat Officer, Deputy Director or 
Joint Director and after consultation with the District Panchayat Officer , 
Deputy Director or Joint Director if such consultation is considered necessary, 
pass such orders as he may deem fit, as if the employee had preferred an appeal 
against such orders: 

Provided that no application for review shall be entertained after the 
expiry of a period of one month from the date of passing the order : 

Provided further that no action under this rule shall be initiated more 
than one year after the date of the order to be reviewed . 

36. Appeals against orders passed before the coming into force of these rules. 
Nothing in these rules shall operate to deprive any person of any right of 
appeal which he would have had if those rules had not been made, in respect 
of any order passed before these rules, came into force. An appeal pending 
at the time when these rules came into force shall be deemed to be an appeal 
under these rules and rule 24 shall apply as if the appeal was against an order 
appealable under these rules, 
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CHAPTER V 


37. Power of Government to issue directions.- (1) If any difficulty arises in 
the implementation of these rules, the Government may, as occasion arises 
issue such directions as they may deem fit to remove such difficulty . 

(2 ) It shall be competent for the Government to issue such directions as 
they may consider necessary from time to time, in respect of the common 
service . 

33. Jurisdiction of the Vigilance Division extended.-- The Vigilance Division 
of the Government shall have jurisdiction over the employees for the purpose 
of surprise check and other anti- corruption enquiries as laid down in G. O. 
(Ms) 337 /66 /Home dated 14-9-1966 and other orders issued by Government 
from time to time.
